BAPTIST.

—The First African Baptist Church in
Richmond, Virginia, is supposed to have a
larger wembership than any other on the
continent, if mot in Christendom, It has
thirty deacons, and numbers on its records
more than 4000,
members,

—In the new Michigan Avenne Baptist
Ch urch, Chiecago, the price of the pews is put
at the uniform rate of H1°25 per month for
each sitting thronghont the house, the first
choice of pews being given to the person
offering to pay the reut of the greatest num-
ber of seats. Ont of the surplus arising from
such extra rentals provision will be made for
the asuistance of those who are not able to pay
a full rental,

—1In most of the Baptist churches in Boston
a blessed work is in progress. The Union
Tewple, Harvard street, Clarendon stroet,
Charles street, Bowdoin Square, and Rnggles
Btreet churches are all sharers in the good
work. Broadway Church, in Cambridgeport,
is enjoying a season of refreshing. A goodly
number of the members of the Sabbath-school
give evidence of a change of heart.

—-In Bellerica, Mass.,, Mr. Tulbott, a Uni-
tarian. gives the church, and part of the fur-
nisbing of the same, amounting to §11,500;
also the lot on which the church stands,
worth, as is estimated, £500; in all, $12, 000,
We learn, on good authority, that Mr, Val-
bott, who has already contributed toward the
support of Baptist preaching 8300 annually,
has made permanent provision by which the
ineome of 5000 goes, every year, toward t he
sawe cond—making the aggregate of his do-
nations to this society and charch really
$17,000.

PRESBYTERIAN,

—A very interesting work of grace is re-
ported in the Presbyterian Church, Shelby-
ville, Tenn,, under the pastoral care of the
Rev. J, H, Bryson, It is stated that some
sixty persons have been hopefully convertad,
and about fifly have united with the Presby-
terian Church,
